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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
LB 307 amends section 60-6,356 of state law regarding all-terrain vehicles. This statute currently 
provides an exception that allows all-terrain vehicles used for agricultural purposes to drive on 
highways. The bill limits this exception to highways outside the corporate limits of any 
municipality. The intent of the amendment is to give cities authority over all all-terrain vehicles 
within the corporate limits of the city.  
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
